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DETAILED ACTION 



The following action is in response to the amendment received July 25, 2005. 



Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 
Lines 5-6 of claim 1 recite "exhaust pressure source" without a proper 
antecedent. In line 5 of claim 1 . - a - should be inserted before the word "exhaust". 
There is also no proper antecedent for "the manual valve" in line 6. In line 6 of claim 1, 
"the manual valve" is recited while "a manual valve" is recited later in line 8. In line 6, 
"the manual valve" should be - a manual valve and in line 8, "a manual valve" should 
be - the manual valve Also in claim 1, line 8, "in hydraulically communication" would 
more properly be - in hydraulic communication -. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or In public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Park et 
al.(US 2002/0086758 A1). Noting particularly Fig. 4 of Park et al.. there is disclosed a 
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system comprising a source of line pressure (labeled in Fig. 4), a friction element C3, a 
control valve 102 connectable to line pressure and exhaust for producing a control 
pressure when the manual valve is in forward position "D", and a manual valve 100 
communicating with line pressure and having a reverse state "R" and a forward state 
"D", the line pressure source being in hydraulic communication with friction element C3 
through the manual valve but no other valve when the manual valve in the reverse 
state. The control valve can also be considered shuttle valve 106, which is hydraulically 
connected to line pressure in the forward state and is disconnected from exhaust in the 
reverse state. The controlled pressure would inherently be less than the line pressure. 
Valve 102 can be read as the second control valve that produces a second control 
pressure when the manual valve is in the fon/vard state and second friction element B1 
communicates with the second control pressure when the manual valve is in the forward 
state. Regarding claim 7, manual valve 100 of Park et al. has a fonA^ard state and a 
reverse state and a first and second outlet (R and D). Friction element C3 
communicates with line pressure through a hydraulic path that includes the manual 
valve in the reverse state but no other valve. Control valve 106 includes a port 
communicating with friction element C3, the valve producing a control pressure (zero) at 
the port when the manual valve is in the forward state. The control valve can 
communicate with the exhaust pressure source in the fonA/ard state (other than "low"). 
Friction element C3 communicates with the second outlet R in the reverse state. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 10-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 13-17 are allowed. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. lshiiC370) is cited for its showing of friction element 30 that 
communicates with manual valve 1 and no other valve when in the reverse state.
